tion shall be enforced by the board of health, except in 
the case of a child who has submitted to the process no less 
than three times, or who holds a certificate of the local 
board of health that he is an unfit subject for vaccination. 
Said board of health shall issue such certificates upon the 
advice of a registered physician approved by said board of 
health [as amended in 1909].
